STOCKHOLM, (Reuters)— Re- 
wards of 16,500 crowns ($4,400) in- 
cluding a Swedish government re- 
ward of 10,000 crowns, Saturday 
awaited information leading to the 
dentention of a mystery dynamiter 
who for seven successive Saturday 
nights has dynamited buildings in 
central Stockholm,

to catch the dynamiter if a new at- 
tack is made, 


Calls for Increase 
In Hog Production 


Stressing the need of greater hog | 


production in this country, R. J. 
Dinning, of Calgary, president of 
Burns & Co., Ltd., said here Sat- 
urday that “Canada is definitely 
losing her hold on 
bacon market.” 

Mr. Dinning fs here on a period- 
ical inspection trip to the firm's 


North Edmonton plant and other | 


operations in this territory. 

“The drastic drop in hog produc- 
tion is the unsettling factor,” Mr. 
Dinning said when interviewed at 
the Macdonald. “Only a light run 
is being received at the plants.” 

Hog production in the western 
provinces was about 40 percent be- 
low the 1945 figures while Alberta 
alone was down about the same ex- 
tent, he said. 

“The price of pork is too low,” 
said Mr. Dinning. “It is below the 
price of beef, if one takes an 
average over a period of years.” 

Mr. Dinning said this was a mat- 
ter for the dominion government 
to consider in its negotiations with 
the British ministry of food over 
the bacon contract, 

“I am satisfied that the British 
ministry of food is prepared to pay 
a price that will justify an in- 
crease to producers in Canada,” he 
said, 
1946 price was too low.” 

“Owing to the shortage of labor, 
farmers are turning more to wheat 
growing,” said Mr. Dinning.

Murder Suspect 
Is Under Arrest 


VANCOUVER, (CP)—The nine- 
day hunt for 18-year-old Donald 
Russell of North Vancouver, sought

| A murder warrant had been issued 
|for Russell in connection with the 
shotgun slaying of the 39-year-old 
handyman on Noy, 14. 

Russell, who offered no resistance, 
was taken into custody by Det.- 
Sgt. Dave Richardson and Det. 
James Mundie at the hotel where 
he had been staying for about a 
week, 

Sgt. Richardson said the youth 
carried no weapons and “was as 
quiet as a boy could be.” He said 
Russell had only one cent in 


pockel and was obviously half- 
starved. He was turned over to 
North Vancouver provincia] police 


who have charged him with murder. 

Russell had registered at the hotel 
about a week ago as E, Deegan. 
On Friday he had been told to 
leave because he could no longer 
,;pay for his room. When a roomer 
told the proprietress someone was 
snoring in a bathroom, investigation

call the police, the youth replied, 
“You might as well. I'm Donald 
Russell.”

PARIS, (AP) The 
people vote Sunday in the first 
step toward the election of parlia- 
ment’s second house, in a _ ballot 
, Which may decide whether the 
Communists will head the first 
government of the Fourth Republic. 


The voters will choose 84,000 
members of electoral colleges to 
;convene Dec. 8 in France's various 
| cantons to elect 200 of the 315 mem- 
| bers of the council of the republic. 
|The council is the second house of 
| parliament, which will join with 
the national assembly in January 
to elect the president of the re- 
public. 

The importance of Sunday's bal- 
loting far exceeds the importance 


of the council itself, which has 
little power. 
France is confronted, however, 


with the fact that the Communists 
est single party in the 
national assembly and by virtue of 
this ballot box triumph are claim- 
ing the premiership for Commun- 
ist Leader Maurice Thorez. 

Leaders of the centrist Mouve- 
ment Republican Populaire admit 
their chances of blocking this Com- 
munist” bid for power will be far 
more difficult if the Communists 
emerge with the largest popular 
vote. 

M.R.P. chiefs have proclaimed 
publicly that the future of the new 
government will be determined by 
Sunday's vote, and the Communists 


also have pieaded with the country / 


to confirm its Nov. 10 victory by 
heavy support in the balloting.

Winnipeg Mayor 


WINNIPEG, (CP) — Mayor Gar- 
net Coulter of Winnipeg was return- 
ed to office for the third time Fri- 
day, polling the largest number of 
votes ever given a mayoralty can- 
didate.

“In a short time we shall be as- 
sembling to form a new constitution 
for India,” he said, “Freedom is in 
sight, the British can no longer 
deny it to us, whatever their in- 
tention, If today we miss our goa: 
the fault will be ours.” 

Establishment of Pakistan as a 
separate state for Moslem areas in 
India would be “terrible solution’ 
to India’s communal problems, he 
added. It would be detrimental in 
the long run to Moslems, as well 
as Hindu interests but a logical con-

OTTAWA. — Declining to dis- 
cuss Alberta's rejection of the dom-| 
inion’s tax agreement offer, Fin- | 
ance Minister Isley said Saturday 
he had not yet considered the fur- 
ther multi-million dollar question 
in the dominion’s relations with Al- 
berta. 

This question relates to treasury 
bill indebtedness and relief debts 
At the same time as tax agree- 
ments were made with Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, an agreement 
was reached with Saskatchewan for 
the scaling down and refunding of 
relief debts. Half of that province's 
treasury bill debts to the dominion 
incurred for relief during the de- 
pression were cancelled. The re-

In these days of troubled Domin- 
ion provincial relations it is en- 
couraging to note that the labor 
ministers of Canada have been 
able to complete a conference and 
report that a start has been made 
towards designing an improved 
system of labor legislation, 

War labor legislation comes to 
an end next March and in the ab- 
sence of new provincial acts the 
methods of dealing with labor dis- 
putes would then revert to those 
of 1939 with ten differents sets of 
laws and ten different authorities 
administering them 

There little, if any, inclina- 
tion at Ottawa to continue federal 
jurisdiction over labor matters 
that are, constitutionally, in the 
charge of the Rather, 
the tendency is for the Dominion 
authorities to unburden  them- 
selves of a prolonged headache, re-| 
storing full powers to the local gov- 
ernments,

BUT THERE IS also recognition 
of the desirability of uniformity 
among the provincial acts and of 
embodying in them as well as in 
an amended federal Industrial Dis- 
putes Investigation Act the prin- 
ciples that were set forth in the 
Dominion’s war-time labor code, | 

The Industrial Disputes Investi- 
gation Act was first passed in 1907) 
and under judicial decision, it 
came to apply only to such indus- 
tries as come under federa] juris- 
diction: railways, shipping, com- 
munications, some public utilities 
and mines, It was suspended in 
1944 when the war time labor code 
went into effect, which in turn 
expires next March. 

In the light of these develop- 
ments during war years and be- 
cause the disturbed industrial sit- 
uation these past 12 months has 
shown the need of modernizing 
labor legislation, the conference 
of ministers was called 

There was acceptance, subject to 
confirmation by the respective 
governments, of a federal proposal 
to embody the ideas of the confer- 
ence as well as the main provis- 
ions of the war-time code in a new 
Dominion Industrial Disputes In- 
vestigation Act. When an accept- 
able act was worked out it would 
be submitted to parliament and 
when passed would either be used 
the provinces as a model or 
by them, as_ provincial

SATISFACTORY as the outcome 


of the conference seems, it is to 
be regretted that the ministers 
made no exploration of the pos- 


sibility of moving towards the bas- 


ic proposals of the Rowell-Sirois 
report on labor matters. 

The recommendation in that re- 
port was for a constitutional as 
mendment to provide for concur- 
rent dominion and provincial legis- 
lation under which the federal 
authority would establish national 
minimum standards of wages and 
working conditions while leaving 
collective bargaining and the rais- 
ing of local standard to any point 
above the national minimum ex- 
clusively with the provinces. 

No doubt the ministers. consider- 
ed it too advanced for acceptance 
at this time. But it might have been 
advantageously explored or at least 
placed on the program as some- 
thing to be studied and perhaps 
brought before future meetings of 
the ministers,

Regularly every fall bonfires of 
|fellen leaves inspire sermons about

matter in garden soils, 

Relatively few gardeiers heed

ing a compost pile tend to be elab-

TODAY'S MESSAGE 


CHRIST AINITY “AND PROGRESS 


Christianity and social progress go hand in hand. The 
brightest pages of history belong to saintly men and wo- 
men in all corners of the world who combined piety 
toward God with a desire to serve their fellow men, 
Some are famous figures; but most of them are un- 
known—simple, God-fearing souls who helped to pre- 
serve the glory and promise of Christianity even in 

periods of darkest misery and despair. 

Every age has its social problems; but it has also its 
anonymous saints, who help to keep the conscience of 
Christendom alive to its responsibilities. It is from 
these lovers of God we receive a challenge today to be- 
come active participants in the cause of Christian pro- 
gress rather than mere passive spectators, 

The past, Shakespeare said, is only prologue. We 
know that Christianity can never be indifferent towards 
suffering and want. We know that while social in- 
justice remains, while men are denied rights which are 
theirs by divine ordination, there will be no dearth of 
Christian believers who will take up the burden of re- 
form. But we must ask ourselves individually: “What 
part am I prepared to play?” 

History tells us of devoted souls who helped to wipe 
out the blight of medieval bigotry and barbarity, to abol- 
ish human slavery; to rescue the working man from de- 
gradation and exploitation; to protect the destitute and 
orphaned; to aid the physically and mentally afflicted. 
Leadership came from the few, but progress in overcom- 
ing un-Christian customs and abuses was built mainly 
upon the support given by innumerable other good 
Christians. 

In our own day Christian leaders are calling for cru- 
saders to end the social ills that persist in many count- 
ries; to alleviate the disease and hunger that threaten 
countless numbers; and to implant a new order of good 
will and social justice among all races and creeds. Some 
are tempted to wring their hands in despair over the 
misery and want that still plague the world. But this 
is to forget the great progress that has been made under 
the guidance and inspiration of Christian believers arm- 
ed with the power that comes from love of God and 
hence is greater than all.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, (CDN)— 

America is building up its defences 
in Alaska.
